1.1 ALGEMEEN 


1 INTRODUCTION AND PURPOSE OF THE AREA PLAN 

1.1 GENERAL 


Anea-gebaseerde beplanning is 'n inisiatief wat die oorhoofse GOP 
proses komplementeer deur te fokus op gemeenskappe. 
Gemeenskappe in hierdie konteks word verteenwoondig deur 
nedersettings (dorpe) en wyke. Omdat wyke dikwels in die praktyk 
gemeenskappe of nedersetting geografies verdeel, hetSwartland besluit 
om primerop sinvolle geografiese areaste fokus. 

Wyksbeplanning word egter nie afgeskeep nie. ‘n Aantal wyke wond 
gekombineervirelke dorp of groep nedersettings en gekombineerin die 
dokument. 

Die volgende vyf beplanningsareasisgeidentifiseen 

• Noord: Moorreesbung, Koringberg en Ruststasie (Wyke 1 en 2) 

• Oos: Riebeek-Wes, Riebeek Kasteel en Ongegund (Wyke 3en 12) 

• Wes: Darling en Yzerfontein (Wyke 5 en 6) 

• Suid: Abbotsdale, Chatsworth, Riverlandsen Kalbaskraal (Wyke 4 
en 7) 

• Sentraal: Malmesbury (Wyke 8, 9, 10 en 11 en klein gedeeltesvan 
wyke 4, 7 en 12) 

As sulks is hierdie ‘n benadering wat geintegneende beplanning op 'n 
sub-munisipale vlak aanspreek. Daar is dus vyf beplanningsareas; elk 
met sy eie Area Plan dokument. Vier van die vyf beplannings areas 
verteenwoondig twee wyke elk, terwyl Malmesbury vier wyke 
verteenwoondig. 

Die belangrikheid van wyke en wyk-komitees word aangespneek in die 
tweede gedeelte van elke Areaplan. Dit bevat ook die 
gemeenskapsinsette en die nesultate van die publieke verga derings wat 
in daardie betrokke wyke gehou is 

1.2 S1RUKIUURVAN DOKUMENT

'n wyk verband hou, word in die wykgedeelte saamgevat. 


Area-based planning is an initiative that complements the IDP process by 
focusing and zooming in on communities. Communities in this sense are 
represented by settlements and wands Because wandsare often demarcated 
in a way that divides areas that in reality represent coherent communities or 
settlements, Swartland decided to adopt an approach that in the first place 
focuses on sensible geographical areas simultaneously considering wands so 
that ward planning is not neglected. To achieve this, a number of wards are 
combined for each area plan to echo the area-based approach in a 
pragmatic way. 

The following five planning areas were identified: 

• North: Moorreesburg, Koringberg and Ruststasie (Wardsl and 2) 

• East: Riebeek West, Riebeek Kasteel and Ongegund (Wards 3 and 12) 

• West: Darling and Yzerfontein (Wards5 and 6) 

• South: Abbotsdale, Chatsworth, Riveriands and Kalbaskraal (Wards 4 
and 7) 

• Central: Malmesbury (Wards 8, 9, 10 and 11 and small portions of wands 
4, 7 and 12) 

As such, it is an approach that represents an effort to address integrated 
planning at a sub-municipal level. There are therefore five planning areas; 
each with its own Area Plan document. Four of the five plans represent two 
wardseach, while Malmesbury town represents fourwards. 

The importance of the role of the ward sand ward committees is addressed in 
the second section of each Area Plan. It also contains the community inputs 
and the resultsofthe public meetings pertaining to those wards. 


As mentioned in the previous paragraph, when presenting planning and 
community participation at local level, one hasto present information per 
town and perward. 

This can be challenging as it interrupts the natural flow from analysis and 
community participation towards projects To maintain clarity, however, 
everything that can be linked to a town wasgrouped in the town section, and 
everything linked to a ward approach, ispresented in the ward section.

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1.4 Dee Ina me proses 2011 

Die M unisipa liteit in samewerking met die wykskomitees het begin met die 
samestelling van die areaplanne wat al 12 wyke dek. Vanaf 24 tot 27 
Oktober2011 isvengaderingsgehou met al 12 wyke om hulle kwessiesen 5 
top prioriteite te bepaal. By die vengaderings is die eerste konsep van die 
aneaplan aan die wykskomiteelede uitgedeel om insette te lewer. 

Die areaplanne is gefinaliseer tydens 'n tweede reeks vergaderings met 
wykskomitees, hierdie keer uitgebrei om mense van die sektore wat 
wykskomiteelede verteenwoordig in te sluit, tussen 27 Februarie en 5 Maart 
2012 . 

Die rol van die wyke en wykskomitees is ingebou in die proses, aangesien 
die tweede gedeelte van elke areaplan die wykskomiteelede en die 
beplanning waarby hulle betrokke was verteenwoordig. Dit sluit ook die 
gemeenskappe se insette in asook die uitslae van die publieke 
vergaderings wat betrekking het op daardie wyke. 

1.5 Dee Ina me proses 2012

en aan die Raad op 28 Maart 2013 voorgele viroorweging. 

Die konsep areaplanne is publiek gemaak op 3 en 4 April 2013 en die 
gemeenskap isuitgenooi om vertoe te rig. 

Die areaplanne is aan die Uitvoerende Burg erne esterskomitee op 16 Mei 
2013 voorgele en aan die Raad op 30 Mei 2013 virfinale goedkeuring. 


1.6 Dee Ina me proses 2013 

Vergaderings is met al 12 wykskomitees gehou rakende die vyf areaplanne.

Die areaplanne is aan die Uitvoerende Burgemeesterskomitee op 15 Mei 
2014 voorgele en aan die Raad op 29 Mei 2014 virfinale goedkeuring. 


1.4 Participation Process 2011 

The Municipality together with the ward committees commenced with the 
compilation of area plans covering all 12 wards. From 24 to 27 October 
2011 meetings were held with all 12 ward committees to determine their 
issuesand top five priorities. Atthe meetingsthe first draft of the area plans 
wasalso handed out to ward committee members to provide input into the 
document. 

The area plans were finalised at a second series of meetings with ward 
committees (this time extended to include people from the sectors which 
ward committee members represent) between 27 February and 5 March 
2012 . 

The role of the wards and ward committees is built into the process, as the 
second Section of each area plan presents the ward committee members 
and the planning they have been involved with. It also contains the 
community inputs and the resultsofthe public meetings pertaining to those 
wards. 

1.5 Participation Process 2012 

The draft area plans were completed during January to March 2013 and 
were submitted to the Mayoral Committee on 20 March 2013 and to the 
Council on 28 March 2013 forconsideration. 

The draft area plans were made public on 3 and 4 April 2013 and the 
community was invited to submit representations 

The area plans were submitted to the Mayoral Committee on 16 May 2013 
and to the Council on 30 May 2013 forfinal approval. 


1.6 Participation Process 2013 

Meetings were held with all 12 ward committees regarding the revision of 
the five area plans All ward committee memberswere given copiesofthe 
most recent area plansto provide input into the document. 

The draft area plans were submitted to the Council on 27 March 2014 for 
consideration. 

The area plans were submitted to the Mayoral Committee on 15 May 2014 
and to the Council on 29 May 2014 forfinal approval 
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2. DORPE EN NEDERSETHNGS IN AREA 

2.1 DARUNG 

(a) Historiese agteigiond 

Die area waarin Darling gelee is, naamlik Groenkloof, dateerterug na 
1682 toe Oloff Bergh die pionier ontdekker, 'n reis na die Weskus 
ondemeem het. Darling is in 1853 op die plaas Langfontein gestig. Die 
dorp is vemoem na Charles Henry Darling wat in 1851 as Luitenant 
Goewemeurna die Kaap gekom het. Die eerste erwe op Darling (tussen 
300 en 400 erwe) is per publieke veiling verkoop op 5 Oktober 1853, met 
die eerste NG Kerk wat in 1857 gebou isen gevolg isdeurdie pastorie in 
1865, die skool in 1896 en die Stadsaal in 1899. Die seinkanon wat 'n 
ereplek voor die munisipale gebou ingeneem het, is ook gedurende die 
tyd op Kliprug opgerig om die inwoners teen moontlike gevaar te 
waarsku. Die totstandkoming vandiedorpwasdan ook venal aslandbou 
dienssentrum virdie omliggende landbou gemeenskap 

(b) Orvtwikkelingspeispektief 

Darling se hooffunksie was aanvanklik die van ‘n landbou dienssentrum, 
maar weens snelle diversifisering word die dorp nou ook gekenmerk deur 
toerisme- en pendelbedrywighede, sowel as ‘n plek vir aftrede. Darling se 
ligging is uniek deurdat dit naby die Metropool, sowel as die 
ontwikkelingsaktiwiteitsas van die Weskus gelee is (PSDF, 2005). Die 
ekonomie is nou verwant aan landboubedrywighede en die dorp word 
dikwelsasdie melk- en groenteskuur van Kaapstad beskryf. Slegs twee 
komponente word deur die ontwikkelingsprofiel uitgelig, naamlik die 
ekonomiese sektorvan die werkersen die markpotensiaal van die dorp. 
Beide hierdie komponente word deur die nabygelee Metropool 
beinvloed. Werksgeleenthede word deur ‘n aantal ligte nywerhede 
verskaf, maartoerisme begin ‘n al hoe groterrol in die plaaslike ekonomie 
speel. Die jaarlikse veldblomme- en orgideeskou, kunsgalerye, Evita se 
Perron en privaat natuurreservate verleen aan Darling ‘n besondere plek- 
identiteit ("branding"). 

Darling se gewildheid astoeriste- en aftreedorp in ‘n landelike omgewing 
neem ookal hoe meertoe. Nog ‘n moontlikheid om die groeipotensiaal 
van Darling te versterk, is die beskikbaarheid van grand vir industries wat 
met ligte landbou-dienste verband hou. Die gevaar bestaan egterdat dit 
die unieke landelike karakter van die dorp kan ska ad. Alles inaggenome 
plaas die "lae" ontwikkelingspotensiaal (67ste gelys), gekombineerd met 
‘n “lae" menslike behoeftevlak (25ste gelys), Darling in ‘n spesifieke 
intermediere posisie - dit van landelike toeriste/aftree-sentrum. 


2. TO mis AND SETTLEMENTS IN AREA 

2.1 DARUNG 

(a) Historical background 

7 he area in which Darling is situated, namely Groenkloof, dates back to 1682 
when the pioneerOloff Bergh, undertook a journey to the West Coast. Darling 
was established in 1853 on the farm Langfontein. The town is named after 
Charles Henry Darling which came to the Cape in 1851 as Lieutenant 
Governor. The first erven in Darling (between 300 and 400 erven) were sold 
through public auctions on the 5 th of October 1853. The first DR Church was 
built in 1857, followed by a parsonage in 1865, the school in 1896 and the City 
Hall in 1899. The signal cannon which took a place of honour in front of the 
municipal building, was a Iso established during that time on Kliprug to protect 
residents against possible dangers. The establishment of the town particularly 
served as agricultural service centre for the surrounding agriculture 
community. 

(b) Development perspective 

Darling's main function was originally that of an agricultural service centre, 
but because of rapid diversification the town is now characterised by tourism 
and commuter functions as well as a place to retire. The setting of Darling is 
unique in terms of its closeness to the Metropole as well as to the West Coast 
development corridor (PSDF, 2005). The economy is closely related to 
agriculture and is sometimes described as the milk and vegetable bam of 
Cape Town. 7 he town's development profile highlights only two components, 
i.e. the economic sector of the workers and market potential of the town. 
Both these components are influenced by the nearby Metropole. A number 
of light industries provide some job opportunities, but tourism is becoming 
more and more a stronghold in the local urban economy. The particular 
place identity ('branding') of Darling is linked with its annual veld -flower and 
orchid show, art galleries, Evita 's Perron and private nature reserves. 


Darling's popularity as a tourist and retirement village in a rural setting is 
increasing. Another possibility to strengthen Darling's growth potential is the 
availability of land for industries related to light agricultural services. However, 
this could jeopardise the town's unique rural character. All-in-all the "low" 
development potential (ranked 67th), combined with a "low" human needs 
level (ranked 25th), place Darling in a specific intermediate position - that of 
a rural tourist/ retirement centre. Upgrading of road ^infrastructure and a 
purposeful marketing strategy is necessary to realise this niche. However, a

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2.2 YZERF0N1EIN 

(a) Historiese agteigiond 

Tydens die eerste Europese nedersetting aan die Kaap was die area by 
Yzerfontein deurdie Khoistam bewoon. Hulle hetdie area hoofsaaklik op 'n 
seisoenbasis met hul vee besoek vir weiding. 

Die Yzerfontein Omgewing Ruimtelike Plan van 2000 som die historiese 
agtergrond goed op. Volgens die verslag is die noordelike area, wat 
bekend was as Groenkloof, in 1700 deurdie politieke Raad aan Henning 
Huising as weivelde verhuurop voorwaarde dat hy die ondememing met 
skape voorsien. 

Die oorspronklike Yzerfontein dorp is in 1935 gestig toe 'n gedeelte van die 
plaas Yzerfontein no. 560 in ongeveer330 erwe verdeel is. Die ontwikkeling 
van die erwe was hoofsaaklik gerig op die vakansiemark, maar het 
aanvanklikstadig plaasgevind asgevolg van die toegangspad wat 'n diep 
sandsloot was. 

Tussen die 1970's en 1990's het 'n verdere sewe uitbreidings gevolge 
waarmee 'n bykomend 1523 erwe geproklameer. Die dorp het in die 
onlangse aantal jare diensooreenkomtig gegroei tot die gesogte 
vakansiedorp wat dit huidig is. Yzerfontein is veral gewild onder 
afgetredenes, vakansiegangers en toeriste. Die permanent bewoonde 
wonings is slegs sowat 40% van die totaal met 'n totale permanente 
inwonersta I va n ongeveer 1140. 

(b) Ontwikkeling sperspektief 

Yzerfontein se groei kan toegeskryf word aan die koers waarteen 
afgetredenes, vakansiegangers en toeriste na die dorp gelok word. Die 
ekonomie is gebaseer op die ontwikkeling van plaaslike toerisme, 
residensiele ontwikkeling van vakansie en afteewonings. Met uitsondering 
van restaurante, winkels, kafees en 'n aantal gastehuise is die 
besigheidssektor as gevolg van die beperkte plaaslike mark en 
seisoengerigte toerisme onder ontwikkel. 'n Groot gedeelte van die 
potensiele koopkrag word gevolglik na groterdorpe in die omgewing en 
die Kaapstad Metro gekanaliseer. 

Die dorp beskik oor 'n hawe met beperkte fasiliteite wat grotendeels vir 
watersportaktiwiteite en die tewateriaat van lynvisbote gebruik word. 
Behoeftes in die dorp is aansienlik en beperk die noemenswaardige 
potensiaal om as 'n sentrum vir aftrede en toerisme te dien. Aansienlike 
opgradering van die verweerde infra struktuur soos strate, sypaadjies, 


2.2 YZERFONTEN 

(a) Historical background 

At the time of the first European settlement in the Cape, the area at 
Yzerfontein was occupied by the Khoi tribe. They visited the area mainly 
on a seasonal basis with their cattle for grazing. 

The Yzerfontein Environmental Spatial Plan of 2000 sums up the historical 
background. According to the report the northern area that was known 
as Groenkloof, was rented to Henning Huising as grazing land by the 
political council on the condition that he supplied the company with 
sheep. 

The original Yzerfontein town was established in 1935 when a portion of 
the farm Yzerfontein no. 560 was divided into almost 330 erven. The 
development of the erven was mainly focussed on the holiday market 
but slowly materialised because of the access road which was a deep 
sand ditch. 

Between the 1970's and 1990's seven developments followed with an 
additional 1523 erven being proclaimed. In the past few years the town 
grew to the holiday town it is today. Yzerfontein is especially known 
popular amongst retirees, holiday makers and tourists. The permanently 
occupied dwellings amount to approximately 40% of the total number 
and a permanent population of approximately 1140 residents. 


(b) Development perspective 

Yzerfontein' s growth can be attributed to the rate at which this holiday 
town attracts retirees, holiday makers and tourists. The economy is based 
on the development of local tourism, residential developments such as 
holiday and retirement homes. With the exception of restaurants, shops, 
cafes and a number of guest houses, the business sector is weakly 
developed due to the limited size of the local market and the seasonal 
nature of tourism. Much of the potential purchasing power is therefore 
channelled to larger town in the vicinity and the Cape Metropoie. 

The town has limited harbour facilities which are mainly used for water 
related sport activities and launching of line fishing boats. Relative needs 
in this town are substantial if the potential as a retirement and tourism 
centre is to be realized. Substantial upgrading if the neglected 
infrastructure such as streets, sidewalks, public amenities and other tourist 
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openbane geriewe en ander toerisgerigte behoeftes is 'n dringende 
tekortkoming. ‘n Formele rioolsuiweringsaanleg en gepaartgaande 
spoelrioolnetwerk om die behoeftes van die dorp aan te spreek verg 
enorme befondsing.

(h) Yzerfbrrtein priorities as submitted by community in November 
2012 (Residents association) 

1. Resealing of harbour surface 

The tarmac of the harbourarea wasseriously damaged by contractorsof 
the new breakwater during 2009/2010 when more than 900 truckloadsof 
concrete harbour blocks weighing approximately 30 ton each drove 
over this surface. The continuous spilling of sea water from boats as well 
as the breaking of sea waves during inclement weather conditions has 
caused the gravel bedding to be exposed. Boat trailers' axes and tires 
get damaged due to the uneven surface. It is recommended that 
Swartland Municipality does a cost estimate for the resealing of the 
harbour surface in time for the budget. As alternative the Municipality 
must apply to the Department of Public Works forthe necessary funds. 

2. Upgrading of the harbour toilets 

Asa result of a lack of regular maintenance since the construction in 
1989, these facilities that are used daily, in snoek season, by as many as 
1000 fishermen have deteriorated almost irreparable. The facilities are 
used continuously by local and international tourists most of whom are 
women for which there are currently no toilets to use. Lighting is also 
insufficient. 

3. Upgrading and extension of the toiletlacilitiesatthe main beach 

Urgent attention must be given to the construction of additional toilet 
facilities to provide in the needs of the visitors to the main beach. There 
was a drastic increase in day visitors to the main beach. The result of 
insufficient toilet facilities has led visitors to illegal and unhygienic 
behaviour. The current toilet and shower facilities must be upgraded due 
to poor maintenance. The insufficient facilities for life savers must also be 
addressed. 

4. Parking area 

The lack of parking at beaches is an increasing problem in many areas. 
The parking in Beach Road is already insufficient for normal traffic on a 
weekend and is critical during the holiday season. The area in front of the 
business premises of the physiotherapists in Buitekant Street, which was 
going to be used forthe widening of Buiteka nt Street, isnow occupied by 
patients and visitors who park on loose sand that would be more 
appropriate for4x4 vehicles The premises should be rehabilitated and be 
provided with a permanent surface. The parking in front of the Beaches 
Restaurant is completely inadequate and additional parking facilities

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Public Perception Survey 


A public perception survey was done under the guidance of Professor De Wet Schutte from UniSearch Research Consultants during October and November 
2013. The process started on 9 October 2013 when 15 municipal officials were trained by Prof Schutte to act as facilitators. This was followed by a 
demonstration focus group session with councillors that was facilitated by Prof Schutte. The purpose of this session was to introduce the methodology to 
councillorsand to serve asa learning experience forthe 15 officials 

The municipal area wasthen divided into 10 target areas. Focusgroup interviews were conducted in these areaswith membersof the community. Thissurvey 
was intentionally not aimed at community leaders but at ordinary men and women in the community - people whose opinionsare seldom heard. Focusgroup 
sesaonswere held with the following groupsin each of the 10 target areas 

• Men 18 - 35 years 

• Women 18 - 35 years 

• Men 36 yearsand older 

• Women 36 years and older 

In a few caseswhere circumstances dictated otherwise, genderand age groupswere combined. 

Data -collection was completed between 14 October and 7 November 2013. Facilitators had face-to-face contact with 173 persons from all levels of the 
community. If this figure is multiplied according to the group dynamic principle where each person represents an average of five other individuals’ opinions, it 
can be stated thatthe survey represents a total of approximately 865 opinions from the different communities in Swartland. 

Two indexes were used. The Priority or P-Index determines the priority of the issues mentioned in the focusgroup sessions by participants It measures two things 
on a scale of 1 to 11: the importance of the issuesand the level of satisfaction with the issues The priority is determined by substracting the satisfaction rating 
from the importance rating. An issue which is regarded as important by the participants but where the level of satisfaction with the issue is also high, will 
therefore have a lower priority than an issue with the same importance but a lower level of satisfaction

The Community or C-Index is a graphic representation of the level of satisfaction of the respondents with the basic building blocks of a healthy community. 
These are she Iter/ ho using, health care, sanitation, water, food, energy/ elec tricity, income/access to income, education, recreation, environment, religion, 
welfare, transport and safety. The items were measured on a scale of 1 to 11 in terms of satisfaction level only and the result was presented as a community 
profile. 

The Community orC-Index also measured the cohesion orbonding within a community. Participants were asked to rate the following three questionson a scale 
of 1 to 11: 

• To what extent do you considerthiscommunity to be yourhome? 

• How close ordistantdo you feel to yourfriendsin this community? 

• To what extent can you rely on the rest of your community to come to your a id if you would have a problem? 

The information of the C-Index is essentia I for any sustainable development initiatives Itservesasa point of departure from which the impact of any change in 
the community's service delivery and/orany intervention programmesin the community can be monitored. 

The validity and reliability of insights obtained during the exercise should not be underestimated. The reality is that the survey provided the Municipality with 
great detail about the real needs of the different communities in Swartland.
